The switch -$t the truck was < n 
apd the gas tank was empty. Further 
Investigation revealed that near by 
residents had heard the truck runn¬ 
ing late Sunday n'ght, November 17, 
this apparently being the night of 
the fatal accdent. No Inquest wan 
deemed necessary. He was employ¬ 
ed by Bert Nilsson. The Nilsson res¬ 
idence is not occupied ot the t ime.

Family 4,000 Miles 


Farm Wife Worth 
More Than City Girl 


To Use Novel Contraption Of 
Two Machines Welded Together 

TAMPA, Fla.—A novel contraption, 
two bicycles welded together, was 
being made ready by a Canadian war 
veteran to transport hia wife and 
three children on a 4,000-mile Journey 
from Tampa to Seattle. 

Robert K. Parker, 42, whose lungs 
were burned when his tank exploded 
while he was serving with the Can¬ 
adian Army in France, hopes to make 
the trip in three months. 

While he pedals one bicycle, his 
wife, Mrs. Emma Parker, 32, for¬ 
merly a waitress at a Seattle hotel, 
will ride the other. Two children, 
Vonnell, their 20-months-old daugh¬ 
ter, and the baby boy, Dwight, eight 
months old, will be carried in a 
wooden box suspended between the 
two bicycles. The oldest boy, Dickie, 
7, will ride a padded seat in back of 
the box. 

Their suitcases and other belong¬ 
ings will be hung from various parts 
of the vehicle. 

The family came from Seattle to 
Winter Haven by automobile last 
month to visit his father, Lawrence 
P. Parker. Unable to find a place for 
the five of them in Winter Haven, 
they tried unsuccessfully to find 
permanent lodgings in Dade County, 
where Mr. Parker obtained work in 
a citrus plant, and in Tampa.

'COMPARED TO DEER-HUNTING 

BURLINGTON, Vt.—Armand Pre- 
mo, 20-year-old war veteran, is con-, 
vinced that the terrors of war are 
mild compared to deer-hunting. 

Premo brought home a 250-pound, 
eight-point deer from the woods in 
Huntington. 

But only after: 

He knocked it down with shot 
from a .22 calibre rifle, threw away 
his gun and mounted the deer, rode 
it bareback for 65 feet as it bucked 
wildly, and slashed it 15 times with 
a hunting knife before the buck 
dropped in its tracks.

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Successful Conking Chi Re 
Made Through Other Fata 

The butter ration may be slim, and 
the grocer may say "no" when beg¬ 
ged for shortening, but nevertheless 
careful housewives still are turning 
out successful pics and cakes. They’re 
using every kind of fat they can get 
their hands on as replacement for 
gutter and shortening quantities in 
recipes. 

Experts of the Consumer Section, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, say clarified pork fat or lard 
makes excellent pastry or cakes. 

The flavor of fat from smoked pork 
■ blends well with meat, and therefore 
! can be used to advantage for pastry 
I for meat-pies or sausage rolls. It can 
| also be used in any recipe for spice 
| cookies or gingerbread which con¬ 
tains spices or molasses. 

Any clarified fat or dripping may 
be substituted for shortening meas¬ 
ures In all cooking except baking 
where large amounts of fat are used 
and a definite texture is desired. 

Chicken fat with its bland flavor 
and soft texture can be used immed¬ 
iately upon being rendered for all 
types of cooking. 

Beef dripping is too hard to use 
satisfactorily in cooking, but two 
cups rendered beef fat melted with 
ffne cup pork fat or lard and stirred 
occasionally while cooling to prevent 
separation gives a soft pliable fat. 

Lamb fat is hard with a distinctive 
flavor. While not satisfactory for use 
in baked products, it goes well in the 
preparation of meat dishes. However, 
if after clarified lamb fat is mixed 
with a soft fat in the proportion of 
one part lamb to seven parts soft 
fat it can be used in baking. 

Veal fat is soft and mild flavored, 
and when rendered is excellent for 
cooking. Different fats vary in short¬ 
ening power. To substitute for short¬ 
ening use: Tr cup clarified pork fat 
or lard % cup chicken fat; 1 cup 
beef dripping.

"And the swine is unclean to you. 
Of their flesh shall ye not eat and 
their carcass shall ye not touch." 

Such was the admonition given by 
Moses to the wandering Children of 
Israel more than 2,000 years ago. 
Moses undoubtedly had some good 
reason for formulating such a law, 
it being altogether likely that he had 
noticed that serious illness sometimes 
followed the consumption of pork. 
Centuries later Mohammed forbade 
his followers the use of pork as a 1 
food. 

Thus millions of people who today 
adhere strictly to the tenets of cer¬ 
tain religious beliefs are spared the 
possibility of contracting a disease 
known as trichinosis. Trichinosis is a I 
disease which 100 years ago was first 
recognized as one which resulted 
from eating pork which had become 
infested with a worm-like parasite— 
Trichinella Spiralis. 

For those who do eat pork, it is | 
imperative that they remember that 
raw or partially cooked pork is dan¬ 
gerous—that pork and pork products 
always should be well cooked.

Canadian Food 
Being Shipped 


Jaek Minor’* Bird Sanctuary Trove* 
To Bo One Of The Oreato*t 

WINDSOR, Ontario.—With the fall 
(November) migration of waterfowl 
at It* peak at the world famous Jack 
Miner Bird Sanctuary twenty-five 
miles from here, the Custom officers 
and Immigration officers at this port 
of entry today said that "more people 
coming Into Canada ask the way to 
Jack Miner’s than any other place." 

All United States and Canada has 
copied his bird sanctuary idea for 
conservation of bird life which is a 
national asset to this country. Al¬ 
though the late Jack Miner passed 
on two years ago, it is good to know 
that his sons are carrying on the 
work more energetically than ever. 

Before Jack Miner died he said 
"What made my bird sanctuary such 
a success was because I took God in 
partnership with me." He started to 
put verses of scripture cn his bird 
bands and in this way he secured the 
| co-operation of The Jesuit Priest and 
Anglican missionaries in Hudson and 
1 James Bay, who acted as his agents 
| in collecting them from the Indians 
; and Eskimos. The verse of scripture 
! on the band gave him the whole- 
I hearted co-operation of every church 
in North America, the banding of 
birds gave him the support of every 
sportsman, and thus the place has 
become so popular in attracting tour- 
i ists from all over the world. 


OTTAWA.—Canada Is likely to 
have the biggest building year in its 
history in 1947, Reconstruction Min¬ 
ister Howe said in a speech prepared 
for delivery. 

Mr. Howe devoted a major part of 
his address, broadcast over the trans- 
Canada network of the CBC in the 
political free time series, to a dis¬ 
cussion of housing problems. 

He said that although there now 
were 30 per cent, more workers in 
the construction industry than a year 
ago the 1946 target of 60,000 houses 
would be short by 5,000 to 10,000. 
Responsibility was pinned by the 
minister on strikes which interrupted 
the flow of materials. 

"A survey of unfinished dwellings 
in municipalities of 5,000 population 
and over shows, as at Sept. 7, 35,000 
units incomplete," he reported. "Spe¬ 
cial efforts are being made by our 
priorities officer to bring Into occu¬ 
pancy those houses which arc 50 per 
cent, or more complete." 

He voiced optimism on next year’s 
outlook. 

"I have every reason to believe 
that 1947 will be by far the biggest 
building year that Canada has ever 
exoerienced. Since war ended the best 
effort of the government has been 
directed toward accelerating the pro¬ 
duction of houses, just as the year 
1940 was directed toward accelerat¬ 
ing the production of munitions of 
war. 

"Then, as now, there was wide¬ 
spread criticism of the government’s 
failure to produce. I would remind 
you that after 1940 there was little 
criticism about the volume of pro¬ 
duction of war munitions, and I pre¬ 
dict that our efforts to accelerate the 
building of houses will meet with 
equal success. In saying this I am 
not minimizing the urgent need for 
more houses. I am simply trying to 
emphasize that everything that I 
know of is being done to meet that 
need." 

Touching on other post-war activi¬ 
ties the minister reported that War 
Assets Ltd. Is disposing of surnlus 
war materials-at the rate of $20,000,- 
000 a month with a total return to 
the Dominion so far of $300,000,000. 
Renegotiation of war contracts had 
returned $400,000,000. 


OTTAWA.- Trade Minister Mac¬ 
Kinnon announced that shipments f 
Canadian food already have start* d 
to move to Alaska, which appealed 
to Canada to help meet a shortage 
created by the United States marine 
strike. 

He announced that Canadian eg '*, 
poultry, fresh fruit and vegetal '* s 
have been sent to Alaska and add'd 
that arrangements were complete d 
for the immediate shipment from Ed¬ 
monton of 17 Vy tons of beef. 

Arrangements also have been made 
with the Canadian Wheat board for 
the release of flout. 

Mr. MacKinnon said negotiations 
were completed with the United 
States department of agriculture for 
the meat shipments and it was as¬ 
certained that 35 tons of beef would 
be required to satisfy the immediate 
demand. 

"Of this amount," he added, "ar¬ 
rangement was made the same night 
for the shipment of 17*2 tons from 
Edmonton, the remainder to go for¬ 
ward as soon as the importers have 
been designated by the Alaskan au¬ 
thorities." 

The minister said the seriousness 
of Alaska’s food situation was made 
known by telegraph to Canada by the 
delegate to congress from Alaska 
and the, chambers of commerce in 
Fairbanks, Alaska, and Prince Rup¬ 
ert, B.C., early this month. 

An immediate decision was reached 
to permit the export of eggs, poultry, 
fresh fruit and vegetables. 

"Normally," said Mr. MacKinnon, 
"only small shipments of foodstuffs 
are made from western Canada to 
this area, but in this case of emerg¬ 
ency Canada was glad to be able to 
, assist."

Announces The

Wheat Quotas 


Has Become Third Among Industrial 
Nation* 

GRANBY, Que.— Transport Minis¬ 
ter Chevrier said that reconversion of 
Canadian industry from war to peace 
now is three-quarters completed and 
more than 1,000,000 former members 
of the forces and war workers have 
been absorbed into peacetime posi¬ 
tions. 

In a speech prepared for delivery 
before the Granby chamber of com¬ 
merce, Mr. Chevrier said Canada now 
was third among the industrial na¬ 
tions of the world and had 1,000,000 
more people gainfully employed than 
in 1939. 

Last month there were 138,608 jobs 
available and 135,989 persons seek¬ 
ing employment. "This figure of n- 
placed persons is well below normal 
unemployment in times of relatively 
high levels of employment," said Mr. 
Chevrier. "Even during the peak per- 
I iod of the war there were at times 
as many as 50,000 or more people 
unemployed." 


Provinre Of British Columbia Passed 
The 1,000,000 Mark 

VICTORIA.—Population of British 
Columbia has passed the 1,000,000 
mark according to figures released 
by the ration administration of the 
prices board, making an increase of 
145,474 in the last two years. 

Ration book No. 6, issued in Sep¬ 
tember, went to 1,019,745 men, wom¬ 
en and children. Book No. 5, issued 
in October, 1944, went to 874,271 
people. 

Half the increase was in Vancouv¬ 
er city, where a total of 376,839 
books were issued, compared with 
306,463 in October, 1944.

Hon. Vincent 
Massey, former Canadian high com¬ 
missioner to Great Britain, took is¬ 
sue with critics of the British com¬ 
monwealth when he addressed a joint 
Canadian club luncheon meeting here 
on "Canada’s place in a troubled 
world." 

Mr. Massey said the British nations 
were often accused of forming a bloc 
or "ganging up" on other states. 

"Any experience I may have had in 
international gatherings would lead 
me to believe that the British Com¬ 
monwealth should be peculiarly im¬ 
mune from such charge," Mr. Massey 
said. 

He pointed out that British repre-' 
sentatives often disagreed among 
themselves at international confer¬ 
ences. This fact should re-assure the 
most sensitive nations that there was 
little danger of a regimented point 
of view in the British Common¬ 
wealth. 

"All through the colonial empire, 
self-government is being extended to¬ 
day," Mr. Massey stated. "That stub¬ 
born belief in freedom which carried 
the British through the war is not a 
commodity for domestic consumption 
alone—it is also an export. She (Bri¬ 
tain) remains a bastion of freedom 
in a world where freedom is still at 
issue." 

Everyone in Canada was a benefic¬ 
iary of battles fought by Britain for 
freedom, he said.

PROSPECTS GOOD 


Trappers Expect Big Crop Of 
Muskrat Pelts In Spring 

THE PAS, Man.—A bumper crop 
of muskrats, possibly an all-time 
record number of pelts, is expected 
to be harvested next spring by trap¬ 
pers in northern Manitoba and Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

Estimates from the north country 
are that the trappers will exceed 
their 1946 income by more than 
$2,500,000 as long as the market 
holds up at the present price of $3 
for prime pelts. 

Trappers at scattered points 
throughout the north report that next 
spring will represent the top curve in 
the muskrat cycle, and that indica¬ 
tions for an exceptionally heavy crop 
have never been so great. 

Increases in the beaver population 
have also been reported. 


HOUSING MATERIALS 


Distribution Throughout Canada Is 
Speeding Up 

OTTAWA.—Government agency fa¬ 
cilitation of equitable distribution of 
building materials throughout Canada 
is progressing with increasing speed, 
according to representatives of the 
Central Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration, the co-ordinator of building 
supplies, the timber controller and 
the department of reconstruction who 
met together in Ottawa. 

Re-adjustment of price ceilings is 
now taking place throughout the 
whole level of building materials, 
both for heavy construction and mill- 
work and trim. The greatest short¬ 
ages in the latter have been on the 
prairies and in Ontario. 

But, according to the building ma¬ 
terial co-ordinators, the situation is 
improving at an increasing tempo 
throughout the whole country. The 
greatest difficulties are two: Equit¬ 
able distribution across Canada and 
maintaining a balance among all 
house building materials. 

The bathtub shortage, one of the 
greatest bottlenecks, is showing great 
improvement. One firm on the Pacific 
coast is now importing in large 
quantity the pressed steel shapes for 
bathtubs from the U.S. and enamel¬ 
ling them in Canada. In the mean¬ 
time, one big eastern bathtub manu¬ 
facturing firm in Canada is vastly ex¬ 
panding its plant. 


CANADA'S SHARE 


Liquidation Of German External 
Asset* Will Give Dominion 
About $15,750,000 

OTTAWA.—Canada’s share in the 
approximately $450,000,000 worth of 
German external assets now being 
liquidated in neutral countries prob¬ 
ably will total approximately $15,- 
750,000 government sources estimat-

This will be in addition to the Can¬ 
adian share in Germany’s internal 
assets. Of the internal assets, the Do¬ 
minion expects to obtain 30,000 tons 
of German shipping and 1.5 per cent, 
of German’s heavy industries. 

A Washington dispatch estimated 
the liquidation of German assets in 
neutral countries probably would 
yield approximately $450,000,000 for 
48 Allied countries. 


British Jet Airliner Make* Fast Trip 
From Loudon To Paris 

PARIS. — The semi-jet-propelled 
British airliner Nene Lancastrian 
hopped from London to Paris in 43 
minutes establishing a new commer¬ 
cial speed record. 

Later, the plane sizzled down the 
Champs Elysees at rooftop height, 
with its two conventional gasoline 
engines shut off. The plane’s two jet 
engines alone shot it through the air 
at a speed of 310 miles an hour. 

The flight down the Champs Elys¬ 
ees was a demonstration arranged 
in connection with the Paris air show. 
The London-Paris hop was the first 
civil flight of a jet-propelled plana. 


DISPUTE SETTLED 

NEW YORK.—The Big Four for¬ 
eign ministers broke their month¬ 
long deadlock on the future of Trieste 
and agreed on almost all the major 
issues which divided the western and 
eastern Allies on the problem. 


SHORTAGE OF FEED 
VANCOUVER. — A serious egg 
shortage thi^i winter, with possible 
curtailment ot shipments to Britain, 
was forecast by a spokesman for the 
Western Canada Produce association 
who said feed dealers now were us¬ 
ing reserve holdings of chicken feed 
and no replacements were coming 
forward.
